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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To simplify the manufacturing process 
by producing a bag comprising a main part formed 
from a sheet of thermoplastic synthetic resin 
folded double with the middle portion of the sheet 
folded back in two as the bottom of the bag and 
with ends attached by fusion and handles attached 
by fusion to the opening of the main part and by 
fixing a strip of bottom paper to one inner plane 
of the folded bottom. 
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CONSTITUTION: A sheet-of -plastic film 1 
preliminarily printed on the surface is folded 
double and folded back further in such a manner as 
to form a gusset bottom 2. To form the folded 
bottom 2 into a rectangular bottom, useless parts 
9 are removed by melting. Next, a bottom board 6 
consisting of cardboard is fixed to one plane 7 of 
the bottom 2 at melt-attaching spots 8 by spot 
melting, and handles 5 are melt-attached by heat 
to the two sides of the opening 4. The main part 
of the bag thus fitted with the bottom board 6 at 
the folded bottom 2 an the handles 5 on both sides 
of the opening 4 is subjected to heat- fusion of 
edges to form fused seams 3 . this bag-making 
process makes the work easier in folding, 
attaching by fusion, and removing by melting, can 
be automated, and makes multicolor printing on the 
surfaces of a bag possible, and lends itself to 
promoting the function of a bag as a commercial 
article . 
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
